Built for Dr, Nicholas Murray Butler, it 
remained President Butler's residence until renovated forGeneral 
Dwight David Eisenhower, also President of the university, in 
early 1948, It served as Bisenhower8s headquarters for the 1952 
Presidential campaign(sucessful). Since then Presidents Kirk and 
McGill have occupied it.
